A son, Jam es, 
slept in the same room w ith his 
fath er but did not notice his ab­ 
sence Saturday night when he re­ 
tired because no light w’as used, and 
th e two occupied different beds.

7 PER CENT IN'33 


Superintendent’s Re­ 
port Shows Expenses 
Of $71,692 For 
Each Pupil. 


RURAL TUITION 
RATES SLASHED 


The cost of - educating each pupil 
in the Gettysburg public schools-— 
elementary and high school—during 
the year 1932-33 was $71,692. seven 
per cent less than the year before, 
Professor Lloyd C. Keefauver, su­ 
perintendent of schools, announced 
today. 
In the elementary 
schools, 
the 
cost of each pupil’s education was 
$57 658 during the last scholastic 
year, while the cost of each high 
school pupil’s education was $94,825, 
the superintendent's report shows. 
Costs Under Average 
Gettysburg’s school costs last year 
were considerably under the state 
and national average. 
One reason 
for the lower school costs here was 
the high daily attendance record of 


I elementary and high school pupils, 
■ Mr. Keefauver said, 
j 
Of the 821 elementary pupils and 
; 472 high school pupils enrolled last 
j year, the average daily attendance 
; for the 1,293 was 1,176.1, the super- 
j intendent’s report shows. 
In the 
j elementary schools the average daily 
; absence was 28.6 pupils while in 
high school the average daily ab­ 
sence was only nine pupils. 
In the elementary schools 162 pu­ 
pils were present every day, while In 
the high school 125 pupils were per­ 
fect in attendance. 
Instruction Biggest Expenditure 
The largest item of cost in the ed­ 
ucation of local school children is 
instruction. 
For 
the 
elementary 
grades, the cost of instruction was 
$43 096 per pupil, while in the high 
school the cost was $72,354 per pupil.

free movies, free shows for adults as 
well as children? 
“I ’m not fearful of the inevitable 
crim inal results of increased leisure, 
I doubt very much that increased 
leisure would increase drinking or 
gam bling.’’ 
Dr. W illiam H. Kilpatrick says: 
“One of th e m ain things we w ant is 
. not to break life up into two parts, 
one p a rt a drudgery in which we 
m ake the money, the other fun in 
which we spend money. In the fu- 
; ture we w ant people to engage more 
and m ore in meaningful work which 
will be interesting to them .” 
Unprepared for Leisure 
T he leisure th at has already come, 
says Dr. Harold Rugg, caught th e 
average m an unaware and unpre­ 
pared. 
“M illions of people,” he said, "have 
resorted to experiences which are 
little less than sheer anaesthesia. 
W itness the daily milling about of 
restless crowds in city squares, the 
herding together in athletic fields, 
the experim entation with new con­ 
cepts and norm s of sex life, the gin 
parties and the petting parties in 
which all ages and all social classes 
Indulge. 
“O ur chief cultural goal is not 
goods but m en.”

Silver bullion

say that it was too m uch to hope 
th a t any 
sudden bulge 
in 
silver 
prices would ensue. 
Danger in Extreme Rise 
In fact, should silver prices push 
up rapidly and in advance of the 
recovery of 
general 
world 
price 
levels some authorities w arn that it 
m ight prompt exports of m etal from 
the private hoards of 
C hina and 
thus defeat the purpose of the pact. 
In any case the m easure has yet 
to be ratified by the governments, 
which have until next April I to 
act. 
Once ratified the five metal- 
producing countries will sta rt with­ 
drawing an annual 35,000.000 ounces 
from the market, which may well 
have a distinct effect upon the price 
level. 
Offset to Indian Sales 
These purchases by the five pro­ 
ducers—Mexico, 
United 
States, 
Canada, Australia and Peru—will 
offset the sales from 
th e 
Indian 
treasury, since it agrees to restrict 
any sales that it may m ake to an 
annual average of 35,000.000 ounces 
during the next four years.

the metal dropped from 82,000,000 
ounces in 1929 to 12,000,000 ounces 
In 1932. Thus the slum p In demand 
from the Far East was greater than 
the drop in world production, which J 
am ounted to 261.000.000 ounces in ' 
1929 and 161.000.000 ounces in 1932. 
Eastern Sales Unsettling 
Sales of metal from th e Indian 


treasury during these years result- 
er in an abnorm al and artificial 
source of supply and has been wide­ 
ly regarded by experts as perhaps 
the most unsettling influences of all 
in driving this im portant monetary 
metal to th e lowest price in history. 
However, it is said that removal 
of the pressure 
from the 
Indian 
treasury should be accompanied by 
a restoration of something like nor­ 
mal dem and from the Far East to 
restore proper conditions in the sil­ 
ver m arket. 
Such a dem and, it is explained, 
should be restored by improvement 
in the general world level of prices, 
such as seem s to be under way.

Scott replaced 
Hal Janvrin a t short in the n inth 
inning of a game between the fled 
Sox and Yankees on June 20, 1916, 
and kept the regular Job thereafter. 
G ehring went in as a pinch-hitter 
for W ally Pipp, then the regular 
Yankee first sacker, on June I, 1925. 
The following day he got the s ta rt­ 
ing job at first and has had it ever 
since. 
T hus he began his streak 
only some three weeks after Scott's 
was ended. 
Both changes, the passing of Scott 
and arrival of Gehrig, marked the 
reconstruction of the Yankees from 
a seventh-place outfit in 1925 to a 
pennant-w inner in 1926.

Gehrig is only 30 years old now 
and has the advantage of being in 
his prim e in approaching consecu­ 
tive game No. 1,308— for a new world 
record — whereas 
Leslie 
Everett 
Scott, 
fam iliarly 
known 
as 
the 
“Deacon,’’ was 33 and distinctly on 
the dow n-grade when he ended his 
record run of 1,307 games on May 6, 


1925, at shortstop for the Yankees. 
Scott was traded to W ashington 
the same year, later released out­ 
right to the Chicago W hite Sox and 
in a short tim e dropped into minor 
league company. 
Never much bet­ 
ter than a .250 hitter, the “Deacon" 
slewed up during the latter stages 
of his long streak, playing in a posi­ 
tion th a t took heavy toll in his legs, 
but he played a lot of good baseball 
afterw ards in “AA" company. 
Scott weighed only 154 pounds 
and stood a trifle short of 5 feet IO 
Inches in his playing prime, while 
Gehrig scales over 200 pounds and 
m easures an inch over 6 feet. Bowl­ 
ing was Scotty’s chief off-season 
recreation and exercise for keeping 
in condition, while Gehrig prefers 
handball and golf. 
Scott Handicapped 
Scott began his record run while 
with the Boston Red Sox in 1916 and 
continued It with the Yankees from 
1922 on. HLs total of games did not 
include 27 world series contests as 
well as about 200 exhibition appear-
